DECISION BY SUPREME COURT.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—A decision 
was rendered. by the United States 
Supreme Court today in the case of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Rail- 
way Company vs. the Board of Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners 
of Missourt. The case came to the 
Supreme Court on a writ of error from 
the Supreme Court of the State of 
Missouri, and the decision of the lower 
court was reversed. The opinion was 
handed down by Justice Brewer. The 
principal issue was the question of 
the removal of the case to the Fed- 
eral courts. 

The case involves the legality of the 
charge made by the railroad company 
for transporting passengers and freight 
across its bridge over the Missouri 
River at Booneville, Mo. The State 
law fixes the rate for carrying = 
sengers in Missouri at 3 cents 
mile, and it seems that the * 
company attached an extra charge of 
25 cents for their transportation ‘across 
the bridge, and that an extra charge 
was also made for freight crossing the 
bridge. The practice was attacked 
by the railroad commissioners, and suit 
brought in the courts to enjoin the 
railroad company. 

In the Supreme Court of the State 
the law was sustained. Application 
was made to remove the case to the 
Federal court, on the ground that the 
company is a corporation of Kansas.

TRAIL OF TERROR.

TOPEKA, Nov. 11.—WHh the eap- 
ture of Frank Thompson, the. négro 
leader of the Federal penitentiary 
mutiny, last Thursday, fourteen of the 
conviets have been retaken. The Fede 
eral prison authorities were more 
anxious to get Thompson than any 
of the other men, and his capture came 
as the climax of a most interesting. and 
exciting day's search. 

The twelve convicts yet at large are 
inspiring much fear among the inhabi- 
tants of the country districts. Tonight 
officers are at work in a dosen differ- 
ent counties, and as some report they 
have groups of convicts rounded up, 
more captures will be made before 
morning. 

From Council Grove, whére Thomp- 
son was captured tonight, six convicts 
have started to Cottonwood Falis, and 
are freely holding up and robbing peo- 
ple and plunde farms all 
Many have had encounters with the 
men, and people along the route are 
afraid to venture out of their houses 
tonight. In Lyon county, citizens and 
officers alike are armed, and are pa- 
trolling the approaches to the town, as 
the convicts will probably pass that 
way. 

Three supposed convicts were seen 
boarding a freight train in Ottawa to- 
night, and they are expected to drop 
off near Emporia, where there is some 
heavy timber suitable for hiding. 

Near Osage City, Deputy Warden 
Lemon, with fourteen officers, is closely 
in touch with three convicts, whom he 
expects to capture before morning. 

The Sheriff at Oswego is in pursuit 
of a convict who held up some men 
there today. The Sheriff at Alma re 
ports that he has two supposed con- 
victs surrounded. The convicts are 
seemingly becoming bolder, and are in- 
vading towns. 

In the Union Pacific yards at Wam- 
ego tonight two of the runaways held 
up a man and compelled him, at the 
point of a revolver, to give them $92.

STRAMER CITY OF TOPEKA STRUCK 
AN ICEBERG. 

Shock Came in Night and Some of 

the Passengers Believing That the 

Ship Was Going Down Made Frenzied 

Attempts to Get into Life Preservers. 


A GAPING HOLE 
NEAR LOAD LINE.

SEATTLE (Wash.) Nov. 11.—The 
Lynn Canal steamer. City of Topeka, 
Capt. Olesor, steamed slowly into the 
harbor, this morning, with her stem 
bent and a gaping hole near the load 
une. The steamer collided with a 
sunken iceberg, in Taku Bay, on the 
up trip, on the night of November 2. 
A blinding snowstorm was raging at 
the time, and when the shock came 
some of the passengers, believing the 
ship was going down, made frenzied 
attempts to get into lite preservers. 
It was soon found that aithough sev- 
eral iron plates wert broken, there 
was no immediate danger. 

The steamer was taken to Douglass 
Island. after the accident. for an in- 
Vestigation, and it was decided that 
the Topeka should be allowed to re- 
turn to Seattle, without cargo or pas- 
sengers. The extent of the damage 
is estimated at about $5000, beside the 
loss of a trip and the necessary ex- 
pense and delay that must ensue while 
the vessel is repairing. 

On eccount of the accident, the To- 
peka did not call at Skagway, and 
therefore brought no late news. 


SUES DRURY MALONE. 


PLACERVILLE BOND CASE. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 11.—Miss 
Jane I. Myers, who made an ineffec- 
tua] attempt some months ago to re- 
cover from the city of Placerville the 
delinquent interest on bonds pur- 
chased by her. in 1876, began a suit 
this morning against Drury Malone to 
get possession of a bond which she 
says she transferred. to him two years 


The Legislature, by an act approved 
March 21, 1863, authorized the city of 
rr to subscribe the sum of 

00,000 to aid the construction of the 
Placerville and Sacramento Valley 
Railway. Mrs. Myers purchased some 
of the bonds issued by Placerville to 
raise the money for the investment. 

In 1876 the officers of the city re- 
signed, and Placerville was without a 
government until 1900, when it was re- 
organized, by an act of the Legisla- 
ture. During all of this time the in- 
terest on the bonds was not paid. TS o 
years ago, an effort was made to 
collect the interest, and Mrs. Myers 
asserts that she delivered one of the 
bonds to Drury Malone, who under- 
took to get all the delinquent bonds 
together, in order to facilitate the col- 
lection of the interest. It is charged 
that the bond was id by him to R. 
P. Johnson, and no account rendered 
to the original owner, who now sues 
for the par value of the bond ($1000.) 
with interest from November 11, 1868, 
at the rate of 19 per cent. 

Not long ago, Drury Malone sued 
ex-Judge Wallace for a large sum of 
money, alleged to have been earned 
by him in lobbying through the Les 
isiature a bill to promote the collec- 
tion of the unpaid interest. He failed 
in this sult. Mrs. Myers sued the city 
of Placerville for the accrued interest, 
but Judge Seawell. before whom the 
case was tried, in the Superior Court, 
decided that the statute of limitations 
had intervened, to prevent the collec- 
tion of interest on the bonds.

GLESIAS IN JAIL 7 
FOR OLD. OFFENSE.

SAN JUAN (P. R.) Nov. 11.—San- 
tiago Iglesias was arrested here last 
Thursday, on landing from the Red D 
line steamer Philadelphia, from New 
York.

At that time Iglesias persuaded the 
local Federation of Labor to order all

These rates were not ac- 
cepted by the employers, and a general 
strike, which was accompanied by

Iclestas, with other members of the 
committee, was cha with con- 
spiracy, and the cases were set down 
for trial, September 11, 1990. When that 
date was reached, Iglesias, who was at 
large on his own recognizance, did not 
put in an appearance, and the trial was 
adjourned. As he did not appear on 
the adjourned day, further ‘ adjourn- 
ment was taken until May 2, 1901, when 
an order for his arrest was issued, he 
then being in New York. 

He is now in jail awaiting trial, in 
default of $2000 bail. Today he sent a 
petition to Gov. Hunt asking to be re- 
leased on his own recognizance, ex- 
plaining that he made a similar ap- 
plication when he was first summoned, 
but that the case was postponed, and 
that no notice of the hearing on May 


2 was ever served on him. 
The public prosecutor asks that he 
be sentenced to a term of imprison- 


ment on the ground that he fs a dan- 
gerous labor agitator, and is contin- 
uously causing unrest.

The Kentucky Executive 
charges that Gov. Durbin’s action in 
refusing was the result of a political 
bargain made before his election, and 
characterizes his charges against the 
courts and officials of Kentucky as 
serious and inexcusable misrepresenta- 
tions. 
He takes the stand that the Governor 
of a State has no discretionary powers, 
bus only ministerial powers, in the 
honoring of legally-drawn requisitions 
from other States, and this is taken 
here as an indication that steps will 
shortly be. taken in the courts to com- 
pel Gov.

Its Ancestors Kept Adam Company 
Before Eve Was Created—Insects are 
the Oldest of Any Still Found Alive— 


{Chicago Tribune:}) Fossil remains 
found in the coal measures at Mazon 
Creek, III., indicate that if antiquity 
of lineage is any claim to aristocracy 
there ls Heling in Chicago today one of 
the noblest families to’be found in any 
country. Its ancestors were old before 
Noah; they lived in Paradise with the 
Dveless Adam, and were on earth be- 
fore the birth not only of history, but 


of tradition. Its name is Blattidae, and 
} in the language of the people its mem- 


bers are commonly called cockroaches 
and croton bugs. 


8 yellow and brown creatures, 


hich live around water pipes and in 
the crevices of the floor, are the oldest 
known family of insects, according to 
scientists. They existed countless cen- 
turies ago, before man was born into 
the world, when their comrades were 
the strange creatures of the silurian 
age. Through all the terrible upheav- 
als and transformations in the earth's 
surface—through the Devonian period, 
the subcarboniferous, the carbonifer- 
ous, and down to our own day, these 
apparently defenseless insects so ma- 
neuvered that their kind might not per- 
ish from the earth. 

“Cockroaches are the oldest ‘form of 
insect still found alive,” declares W. 8. 
Blatchiey, State Geologist of Indiana, 
who is said to know more about them 
than any other man in the West. 1 
have myself found their fossil remains 
in the coal measures at Mazon C 
III., showing that they existed in the 
carboniferous age. I have seen Devo- 
nian fossils containing them, and now 
from France comes,the story of a sci- 
entist who has identified them in rocks 
formed in the middle Silurian period. 

“Consider how wonderful that is. In 
the first place, these little chaps have 
nothing about them that would indicate 
their ability to adapt themselves to 
changing conditions when other ani- 
mals, apparently hardier, were becom- 
ing extinct. They have no bony forma- 
tion except a slight shell—nothing tha 
would seem at all likely that in the 
formation of rocks the insect would re- 
sist the pressure of the solidification 
and leave a fossil. Yet they are un- 
mistakably identified in coal and uther 
formations.” 


OLDEST AND SIMPLEST. | 
This little and commonly condemned 


Inhabltant of city buildings is not only 


the oldest, but the simplest of insects, 
as well. While perhaps not the original 
form and ancestor of all other insects, 
it is certainly nearer that prime form 
today. Its structure has apparentl 
not been modified by the centuries. It 
remains the only creature that has not 
advanced or gone backward by a 
process of evolution. 

“When the first man appeared on 
earth,” said Mr. Blatchley the other 
day, “he probably found a group of 
cockroaches gathered on a log near by 
Watching to see what would be done 
by this strange new creature.

It 
runs along the entire length, and in- 
stead of being a well-defined, valvular 
organ, as in higher animals, is little 
more than a spongy tube with many 
holes through which blood enters and 
leaves it. And on leaving the heart 
the blood passes not through any set 
of blood vessels, but around the body 

erally, through all the interstices 
tween the viscera, and as he has no 
veins to convey his blood to his lungs, 
the blattidae have lungs to take the air 
to the blood. The roach does not 
breathe through his mouth, either, as 
higher animals do, but has ten air 
holes along its sides with which the air 
tubes are connected and through which 
air rushes in and out.

There Capt. Thomas decided that it 
w not Seal Island, but St. Lawrence 
Island, and, stating that it was unin- 
habited, announced his determination 
of returning to his imprisoned vessel. 
Egan refused to accompany Thomas, 
but the latter started back and has 
never since been seen or heard of. 


never reached the vessel. 

Egan started to follow the north 
shore of the island, making as good 
progress as he could eee the rough 
shore in, the bitter cold. His provisions 
quickly gave out, reducing him almost 
to the verge of starvation. He stum- 
bled on a cache of walrus heads, and 
although thev had rotted and frozen 
he chopped them with his knife and 
giadly devoured them raw. Struggling 
onward he came to the wreck of a 
schooner on the beach, which proved 
to be the Ecarett, which was wrecked 
in November, 1990, all of her crew 
starving to death except two men, one 
of whom died from the effects of the 
privations he had endu 

Egan searched the schooner in hope 
of finding something to eat, but was 
disappointed, and still struggled west- 
ward along the beach in hope of com- 
ing to he knew not what. He discov- 
ered another cache of rotten walrus 
meat and also devoured this. Then, 
overcome by the cold and the sufferings 
he hd endured in his terrible journey 
along nearly one hundred miles of 
frozen coast, he gave up and lay down 
to sleep. The next thing he knew was 
being aroused by natives shaking him 
apd attempting to question him. A- 
though he was unable to answer, the 
natives placed him on a dog sledge and 
carried him to the Northwest Cape mis- 
sionary village of Gamble, where Dr. 
Lerrigo, who is both missionary and a 


physician, attended him. Northwest 
Cape is in latitude 63 north, so that 
Egan must have traveled over one hun- 
, dred miles from the point where he left 
Capt. Thomas. Both his hands and 
voth feet were frozen, but under 

| Lerrigo’s treatment Egan escaped wit 
the loss of only a couple of fingers, and 
is now employed at the government 
reindeer station.

MUST BE CLEAN. 
ULTIMATUM TO DAIRYMEN. 
Mrs. H. Guard appeared before the

FRIVOLOUS APPEALS. 
FINE BY SUPREME COURT. 

Frivolous appeals have occasioned 
the Supreme Court a good deal of trou- 
ble of late, and in an opinion that 
reached this city yesterday a cholee 
roast is administered to the appellant, 
as well as 4 judgment in the nature 
of a fine. 

Si ta thé case of X. Linck vs. 
Miss M. M. Johnson, wherein the ap- 
peal was taken last May ty the de- 
fendant. The action was brought to 
foreclose a lien for materials furnished 
by plaintiff, which were used in the 
construction of a building upon 
premises described in the complaint. 
By the terms of the contract between 
the parties, the plaintiff agreed to fur- 
nish the materials for $410.. Trouble 
arose over the payment of part of this 
amount, and suit was b 
cover $160, but when it eome right 

wn to the issues in the case it was 
found that the real amount in dis- 
pute, according to the verified plead- 
ings, was only 18. 

In affirming the judgment of the 
lower court for $26.30, which was 45 
cents less than was admitted by the an- 
‘Swer to be due, the Supreme Court 
says: “This case illustrates the fact 
that many appeals are brought to this 
hat involve no sum of impor- 
tance And no principle of law. It 
would tend greatly to aid this court in 
clearing its calendar if the members of 
the bar would not, burden us with ap- 
peals upon frivolous or technical ques- 
tions, in which no question is involv 
and the amount is not sufficient to pay 
costs of printing the transcript. The 
Judgment should be affirmed with $100 
damages to plaintiff.”

FAVOR REDUCTION IN PRICES.

Competition of Ten- cent, Nen- Union 
Shops Telling Severely on the Busi- 
ness, and Bosses Disagree With 


There are many non-union barber 
shops in the city which cling to the 


P10-cent schedule for shaves, and their 


active competition is telling severely 
on the business of the union shops, the 
proprietors of which have asked the 
union journeymen to permit an op- 
tional scale of 10 or 15 cents for shaves, 
with haircuts to remain at the stand- 
ard price of 25 cents. 

To consider this p the 
journeymen met last evening at For- 
esters’ Hall on North Main street, and 
at a session which lasted until 11 
o'clock decided that the 15-cent scale 
must prevail in all union shops. The 
Employers’ Association, or boss bar- 
ders, had intended to hold a special 
meeting for the purpose of receiving 
he report of the journeymen, but few 
of them cared about the mat- 
ter to gather at the appointed place, 
and they wil] not learn until today 
that they cannot operate their shops 
on their own terms. 

It is said that many of the bosses, 
who are tired of seeing the bulk of the 
business go to the lower-priced shops, 
will reduce their prices at once to 10 
cents for shaves. This is the feeling, 
at any rate, among the proprietors of 
second-c shops, where they have 
difficulty in inducing customers to pay 
15 cents for a 10-cent shave, and is es- 

ially pronounced at the union shops 
go Vicinity of the lower-priced 
shops which are reaping all the busi- 
ness. It is said that many of the 
journeymen who work on a percentage
